Growing of buckwheat in F ayette 
County is alm ost a lost art, i f 
such it can be called. 
Years ago buckwheat was grown 
extensively in this com m unity and 
buckwheat cakes for breakfast was 
one of the “ m usts” at frequent in­ 
tervals. U sually maple syrup went 
with the Buckwheat cakes. 
Now buckwheat is largely 
con­ 
fined to the hill areas and north­ 
ern counties in this 
state, 
a n d 
som e of the soil that will produce 
little else w ill grow a good crop of 
buckwheat. 
Where buckwheat is grown you 
may rest assured that there is a 
dem and for buckwheat cakes 
In the old days pure buckwheat 
flour w as used for making buck­ 
wheat cakes. Now som e of the so­ 
called buckwheat flour adm ittedly 
contains w heat flour. 
Recently I 
saw 
thousands 
o f 
acres of buckwheat growing in dif­ 
ferent provinces in Canada, a n d 
the Canadians use a great deal of 
the grain for 
buckwheat 
cakes. 
There is an abundance of maple 
syrup in Canada, so the tw o go 
together, and are prime favorites 
not only in the average Canadian 
home, but in the dining rooms of 
all classes. 
In the better eating places i n 
Canada, I found that they a r e 
not a bit stingy with their maple 
syrup, and a sizeable pitcher of it 
is placed on a table to go with

I The cry against high taxes, especially 
fr.ose for which the federal government 
Is responsible, does not let up; in fact, it 
•row s stronger month by month. 
I Within the past few days there seems 
lo be a lot of talk right here in our own 
t.immunity. More tax revenue is needed 
lr ; e to maintain present service stand­ 
ards. everybody realizes, but the stiong 
apposition to the increasing tax burden 
fc bothering a lot oi people, especially

| «ups. The inflationary living costs enter 
Jito this picture as a chief cause of tax 
imposition. 
According to reports from Washington, 
D C. both optimism and pessimism are 
being expressed down there, but it has

government 
spending 
a n d 
taxes which have made necessary taxes 
ic i local communities like our own, hard 
to get. 
World peace or world war hang by such 
thin threads every day that no one can be 
unduly hopeful very long. All of which 
colors the picture of American taxation 
from week to week. Congress is detei- 
mined to push through a tax cut in 1954. 
hut every realist in public life knows that 
t, \e , must be tailored to suit the needs 
ii our government in the areas of mili- 
ta r and civilian preparedness. 
Any major calamity can upset the tax 
applecart completely, and even a minor 
difficulty can destroy the best-intentioned 
tax cut plans of the Congress. 
Nevertheless, legislators, like all hu­ 


man beings, know that they cannot plan 
for chaos. They do plan for what they can 
expect. So we all will be hearing a good 
deal out of Washington in the next few 
months about the 
double 
taxation 
of 
corporation earnings, through the tax on 
corporate income and the tax on divi­ 
dends in the stockholder’s envelope; the 
deduction of child care expenses incurred 
by working mothers; the six-month hold­ 
ing period required for capital gains to 
be considered long-term transactions; the 
depletion allowances available to mining 
operations, particularly our serious I y 
threatened coal industry. 
These are problems to turn the Ways 
and Means Committee members of Con­ 
gress into daytime somnambulists. They 
will undoubtedly come up with 
a 
tax 
bill. We can only hope that it won t hurt 
too much to pay it.

known as Rauwolfia 
serpentina 
m ay turn out to be of real, long­ 
lasting aid. The late M ahatm a 
Gandhi used this drug for m any 
years because of its sedative ef­ 
fects, in order to overcom e his 
nervousness and sleeplessness.

tra c t has been found to be effcc-

The patient 
m ay get a slight congestion o f 
the nose, the heart beat is slight 
ly slowed, and there is a sm all 
am ount of sleepiness produced by 
this drug. Other than that, there 
are few effects other than posi­ 
tive action on the blood pressure.
